Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97, No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 


three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House.

101. Every petition signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall be accompanied by the 
authority of such agent or attorney in fact, 
and the petition shall not be deemed to be 
filed with the Clerk until this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for

and mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of in- 
corporation shall be so framed as to incorpo- 
rate by reference to the causes of the general 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such Bills: Special grounds shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from 
this principle, or for the introduction of 
other provisions as to such details, and a 
note shall be appended to the Bill indicating 
the provisions thereof in which the general 
Act is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense be- 
fore any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance with 
the model Bill (copies of model Bills may be 
obtained from the Clerk of the House). Any 
provisions contained in any such Bill which 
are not in accord with the model Bill shall be 
inserted between brackets or underlined, 
and shall be so printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill shall 
be clearly specified in the notice of applica- 
tion for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 10 
¥4 inches by 72 inches. There shall be a 
marginal number every fifth line of each 
page; the numbering of the lines is not to run 
on through the Bill, but lines of each page 
are to be numbered separately. Three hun- 
dred copies of each Bill shall be deposited 
with the Clerk of the House immediately 
before the first reading. If amendments are 
made to any Bill during its progress before 
the Committee on Private Bills, or through 
the House, such Bill shall be reprinted by 
the promoters.

And whereas the granting of franchises 
for local distribution and the conditions to 
be attached thereto will be subject to rele- 
vant procedures under the Act at a later date: 


Now, Therefore, under section 19 (1) (a) 
of the Utilities Commission Act, S.B.C. 
1980, I, the Minister of Energy, Mines and 
Petroleum Resources, with the concurrence 
of the Minister of Environment, refer to the 
British Columbia Utilities Commission 
(“the Commission”’) for review by consol- 
idation into one hearing the aforementioned 
applications. 


1. Objectives of Review and Assessment 


1. (1) The objectives of the review and 
assessment are to 
(a) identify the relative merits of the 
competing applications and to rec- 
ommend on the applicant or appli- 
cants best able to construct and oper- 
ate the project having regard par- 
ticularly to: timeliness, safety, re- 
liability, and efficiency in project 
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construction and operation; the mini- 
mization of any adverse environmen- 
tal, resource use, and socio-eco- 
nomic impacts and the maximization 
of benefits from positive impacts; 
and, only in regard to those matters 
within the control of applicants, the 
minimization of any revenue defi- 
ciencies which may be associated 
with the project, with particular em- 
phasis on the minimization of capital 
costs and cost of service, in a manner 
which would not jeopardize the at- 
tainment of the foregoing objectives; 
and 

(b) identify the size of the federal capital 
contribution sufficient to eliminate 
any revenue deficiencies which may 
be associated with the project. 


2. General 


2. (1) The Commission shall consoli- 
date into one hearing all of these applica- 
tions for Energy Project Certificates. 


(2) To the extent necessary, the Commis- 
sion shall clearly identify all implications 
for the project of the proposed ammonia/ 
urea fertilizer facility near the community of 
Powell River by reviewing and assessing the 
applications, as appropriate, with the pro- 
posed fertilizer facility’s natural gas require- 
ments and without any such facility. 


(3) For the purposes of its review and 
assessment, the Commission shall use the 
forecasts, to be provided in writing by the 
Minister of Energy, Mines and Petroleum 
Resources, of the wholesale price of natural 
gas at the point of delivery to the project and 
of the wholesale price of natural gas at the 
city gates of communities on Vancouver Is- 
land. In other matters not to be dealt with 
specifically in its review and assessment of 
applications, the Commission may, as ap- 
propriate, refer to the Technical Report for 
the information it requires for the purposes 
of clarifying provincial government policy 
and it may, if necessary, request in writing 
the information it requires from the Minister 
of Energy, Mines and Petroleum Resources 
who in turn shall provide the requested in- 
formation in writing. The Minister of En- 
ergy, Mines and Petroleum Resources, with 
the concurrence of the Minister of Environ- 
ment may, in any event, issue supplemen- 
tary terms of reference. 


3. Design and Operation 
3. (1) The Commission shall review and 
assess the design of the proposed pipeline 
systems to and on Vancouver Island and all 
ancillary or related facilities that applicants 
propose to construct, own, or operate as part 
of the pipeline systems for which applica- 
tions are made, having regard to timeliness, 
safety, reliability, annd efficiency in project 
construction and operation. The Commis- 
sion shall specifically review, assess, and 
form its own judgement on 
(a) the proposed pipeline system route 
locations between the Mainland and 
Vancouver Island and such further 
route locations as may be required on 
the Mainland and on Vancouver Is- 
land; 


(b) the adequacy of proposed pipeline 
design specifications including flow 
diagrams, pipeline lengths, wall 
thicknesses and diameters, operating 
and design pressures, grades, coat- 
ings, and items such as rockshield, 
swamp weights and details of signifi- 
cant water crossings; 

(c) compatibility with existing and po- 
tential natural gas transmission and 
distribution systems; 

(d) construction methods, maintenance, 
and repair procedures particularly in 
areas of rock work, highway cross- 
ings, salt water and river crossings, 
and other significant right of way 
crossings and alignments; 

(e) the adequacy of system design with 
respect to minimizing the potential 
for service interruptions, including 
avalanche, glacial, seismic, cath- 
odic, or other risks, and any mate- 
rials, construction techniques and op- 
erating procedures which are innova- 
tive or not recognized as standard 
pipeline practice; 

(f) the adequacy of system design with 
respect to minimizing the potential 
for marine conflicts including vessel 
traffic, ship anchoring, and sub- 
marine transmission cables; 

(g) quality control, inspection, and test- 
ing procedures for the project; 

(h) operating, maintenance, and repair 
procedures after initial construction 
of the project; 

(i) the schedule of detailed engineering 
design and other studies, con- 
struction schedule and in-service 
dates and matters which may affect 
the timing of construction; and 

(j) the capability of system design to sat- 
isfy variations in the time profile of 
natural gas load development by ad- 
vancing or deferring compression, 
looping, or both. 


4. Environmental, Resource Use, and 

Socio-Economic Impacts 

4. (1) The Commission shall review and 
assess key impacts of each applicant’s pro- 
posal on the physical environment, re- 
sources, and land use, as well as significant 
socio-economic impacts. This review and 
assessment shall emphasize applicants’ pro- 
posals for avoiding, managing, or compen- 
sating for any adverse impacts during con- 
struction and operation and for maximizing 
benefits from positive impacts. 
5. Capital Costs 

5. (1) The Commission shall review and 
assess applicants’ estimates of capital costs 
prior to startup and of capital additions dur- 
ing the first twenty years of project opera- 
tion. The Commission’s review and assess- 
ment shall include an examination of the 
costs of the following items: 

(a) land and rights of way; 

(b) compressor stations; 

(c) pipe; 

(d) other materials; 

(e) installation; 

(f) engineering and supervision; 

(g) corporate overheads; 


(h) contingencies; 

(1) allowance for funds used during con- 
struction; and 

(j) other capitalized costs. 


(2) The Commission shall also review 
and assess the proposed procedures for 
monitoring and controlling costs and deal- 
ing with construction cost overruns and 
shall assess applicants’ capabilities to com- 
plete construction on or below budget. 


6. Cost of Service 


6. (1) The Commission shall review and 
assess applicants’ annual estimates of cost of 
service and the components thereof, which 
include the following: 

(a) depreciation expense; 

(b) interest and return on equity, or inter- 

est and interest coverage; 

(c) corporate income taxes, if applic- 
able; 

(d) operating and maintenance costs, in- 
cluding the cost of transmission fuel 
and losses; and 

(e) other expenses, taxes, or costs added 
to the cost of service. 


(2) The review and assessment of cost of 
service shall include an examination of 
viable means for minimizing the present 
discounted value of the annual cost of serv- 
ice, such means to include the treatment of 
corporate income taxes and deferral of de- 
preciation. 


(3) The Commission shall perform a lim- 
ited review and assessment of margins for 
local distribution on Vancouver Island. 


7. Markets for Natural Gas 


7. (1) The Commission shall review and 
assess annual peak day and annual total 
loads, for the first twenty years of project 
operation, concentrating on those end uses 
for natural gas in which there are suffi- 
ciently large differences between the fore- 
casts of applicants, intervenors, or the Tech- 
nical Report to have a significant impact on 
system design, capital costs, revenues, and 
cost of service. To the extent that it is neces- 
sary to consider retail prices in its review 
and assessment of loads, the Commission 
shall determine retail prices by adding local 
distribution margins to the wholesale price 
of natural gas at the city gates of commu- 
nities on Vancouver Island. For this purpose 
the Commission shall use the forecast of the 
wholesale price of natural gas at the city 
gates of communities on Vancouver Island 
to be provided in writing by the Minister of 
Energy, Mines and Petroleum Resources. 

(2) The Commission shall also review 
and assess the impact on load forecasts of 
any marketing proposals or other similar 
programs which would maximize market 
penetration or accelerate the development of 
load, such as special conversion grants, de- 
ferral of development costs, or the pre- 
development of local distribution systems. 


8. Other Matters 

8. (1) The Commission shall review and 
assess the financial capability of each appli- 
cant to successfully undertake its proposed 
project. 
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(2) The Commission shall review and as- 
sess each applicant’s time schedules for de- 
tailed engineering design and other studies, 
ancillary approvals and related studies, con- 
struction and in-service dates having regard 
particularly to the reasonableness of those 
schedules and their compatibility with each 
other. 

(3) The Commission shall review and as- 
sess applicants’ public information and con- 
sultation programs. 


9. Recommendations, Report, and Timing 


9. (1) Based on the assumption that the 
natural gas requirements of the proposed 
ammonia/urea fertilizer facility near the 
community of Powell River, or any other 
such facility, are not included in markets for 
natural gas, the Commission shall recom- 
mend to the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
the applicant(s) to whom Energy Project 
Certificate(s) should be issued, the route 
locations for such Certificate(s), and the 
conditions in the public interest which 
should be attached thereto. The Commis- 
sion shall also advise on those changes 
which it would make in the foregoing rec- 
ommendations in the event that the natural 
gas requirements of the proposed ammonia/ 
urea fertilizer facility near the community of 
Powell River are to be included in markets 
for natural gas. The Commission shall also 
recommend on matters to be considered 
with respect to the issuance of an approval 
by the Minister of Environment under Order 
in Council 908/77. 


(2) For the purposes of its review and 
assessment of applications, the Commission 
shall form its own judgment on, and report 
on, each of the matters specified in sections 
3 to 8 inclusive of these terms of reference 
and it shall provide reasons for its rec- 
ommendations on applicant(s), route loca- 
tions, and conditions in the public interest, 
having regard particularly to timeliness, 
safety, reliability, and efficiency in project 
construction and operation; environmental, 
resource use, and socio-economic impacts; 
and the minimization of revenue defi- 
ciences, particularly the minimization of 
capital costs and cost of service, without 
jeopardizing the attainment of other objec- 
tives. 


(3) The Commission shall identify the 
size of the federal capital contribution suffi- 
cient to eliminate any revenue deficiencies 
which may be associated with the project 
only for the pipeline transmission systems 
recommended by the Commission. 


(4) The Commission shall submit its re- 
port and recommendations with reasons to 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council by De- 
cember 31, 1983, or as soon thereafter as 
may be practical. The Commission shall 
also submit a statement to the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council on the progress of its 
review and assessment on or before October 
31, 1983. In the event that there are impedi- 
ments to expeditious review of the project, 
the Commission shall advise the Minister of 
Energy, Mines and Petroleum Resources by 
letter and indicate where government may 
assist in expediting the review process.
